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him? 

A. We were all sitting in a room roughly 
like any conference room with a table that looped 
around (indicating) , so I was on one side of the 
table, and he was across the room for that initial 
meeting in the morning. 

He and Erin Andrews kind of arrived a little 
bit late that morning. 

Q. And when you say "we were all sitting in 
a conference room, " were you working? 

A. Yes. It was a preproduction meeting 
first thing in the morning. 

Q. And who was in the meeting? 

A. Matt Sandulli, Nick Davis. I don't know 
if Nick Davis was there. All the production 
assistants on baseball. Me, both Jeremys, Will, 
Erin Andrews, John Miller, Joe Morgan, Steve 
Phillips. Erin. I already said Erin. 

Basically, anybody who was essential to the 
Home Run Derby staff, or that weekend, my producer, 
Scott Matthews. Anybody who was essential was at 
that meeting. 

Q. And who is Matt Sandulli? 

A. He is our coordinating producer for 
baseball, kind of one of the highest level people on 
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the production side of baseball, at least, that I •

interact with. 


3 


Q. Okay. 


4 


So on baseball could you just kind of give me 


5 


the chain of command when you were working -- 


6 


A . Sure . 


7 


Q. -- starting with you, if you would? 


8 


A. Sure. So I am a pro j ect production 


9 


assistant, but the other three production assistants 


10 


are all full time, so they treated me just -- I was 


11 


on the same level as the full-time production 


12 


assistants. 


13 


Each production assistant reports to a producer 


14 


on their crew. I report to Scott Matthews. He's my 


15 


Wednesday night baseball producer. At the same 


16 


time, there are two production coordinators that 


17 


oversee all the interns. Those are the people I 


18 


interface with most of anybody. 


19 


That's Joya Caski and Kerry Willis, so I go to 


20 


them first thing in the morning. They sort of 


21 


collectively gather needs for all the crews, dole 


22 


them out to us, and then we get with our individual 


23 


producer to see if there's specifics for our game. 


24 


Above producers and production coordinators are 


25 


the coordinating producers, Nick Davis, Matt 
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redundant. It was just to go back over -- remind 
people "This is a very big event. Let's make sure 
we are all on board on the same production 
elements . " 

We looked at some of the things that we were 
going to be airing that were preproduced. 

Q. So it was another preproduction 
business -- 

A. Pretty -- 

Q. -- meeting? 

A. Pretty much. 

Q. And he was there, right? 

A. Yes, ma'am. 

Q. Did the two of you speak? 

A. Yes. I got there early. 

There were maybe two other people in the room. 
He came in and sat down right next to me . 

Q. Okay, and what happened next? 

A. He said, "How about that morning meeting, 
huh?" and I was kind of taken aback, because I 
didn't -- I had never met him or introduced myself, 
and he was just ready to jump into conversation with 
me . 

I said, "Uh, yeah. I'm surprised you didn't 
say anything during that meeting, " and he said, "Oh, 
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no. I wanted to keep my mouth shut," and then he 
went into, "How do I know you? How come I've never 
met you? What crew are you on? Where are you 
from?" Just a barrage of questions about me. I 
think maybe I asked him two questions and all I 
could get in, and he was just like pawning them off 
and trying to continue talking to about -- asking me 
questions . 

Q . What did you ask him? 

A. I asked --he said, "How long have you 
worked for ESPN? " I told him. I said, "Oh, how 
long have you been here?" "Oh, seems like forever." 
Then went into the next question. 

Q. What else did you ask him? 

A. I asked him -- what did I ask him? 
Something about was he excited for the Derby 
tonight, because he was going to be talking on 
camera during the Derby. 

"Oh, yeah. I've been doing this forever." 
Blah, blah, blah, and he went right into another 
question. "Let's get back to you" kind of 
conversation . 

Q. You frown when you say that. Did -- 

Was there something about this conversation 
that seemed unusual or inappropriate to you?

that entire day, because he referred to me as the --

"that Denver chick" like three more times later in

that day, one more time in that conversation, and

then a couple more times while we were out on the

field, and I kept correcting him every time he would

Q. Correcting him to say you are actually

from Colorado Springs?

A. Yeah, and my name is Brooke.

Q. Did you find him irritating?

A. I found that nickname irritating and

inappropriate .

Q. Okay, and you wanted him to know that,

right?

A. Yes.

Q. Did you --

Did you communicate to him through your words

and your tone of voice that you thought it was

inappropriate?

A. I definitely did my tone of voice, and 


21 


then when he would -- the other two times on the

chick?" to a stage manager, and I said, "Actually,

my name is Brooke. Nice to meet you."

And I said that right in front of him, and he

didn't seem to care, and then he said it again later

to Chris Berman as he was leaving the field.

Q. What

A . I tried to communicate it, but it was 


6 


kind of uncomfortable. 


7 


Q. Okay. 


8 


Did you use the same tone of voice that you did 


9 


just now? 


10 


A. Yes. 


11 


Q. Okay. All right. When -- 


12 


Now, you saw him in the second preproduction 


13 


meeting, arid he said something to you about "You are 


14 


a Denver chick, " right? 


15 


A. Uh-huh. 


16 


Q. Sorry. You need to answer verbally. 


17 


A. Yes, ma'am. 


18 


Q. Okay, and then did you see him during the 


19 


Home Run Derby? 


20 


A. Yes. 


21 


Q. And did you talk with him there? 


22 


A. Yes. 


23 


Q. Okay. Tell me about the first time you 


24 


talked with him on the field. 


25 


A. Before the game, he asked me where I was 
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going to be at, and I said, "Apparently in the 
dugout, right behind where you guys are sitting, " 
because that 1 s where I had to work for the night . 

Throughout the Derby, he would kind of turn 
around and wink at me, or like someone would be 
talking to him forever, and he would roll -- look at 
me and roll his eyes, like "I don't -- I don't care 
what this guy's saying to me," and then we talked 
after the game. 

I kind of waited around to see if there was 
anything they needed help with. The stage manager 
came up to me and said, "I got to wait around for 
Chris Berman. Do you mind taking Steve back to the 
production trucks, if that's okay with him?" And he 
was like -- that's when he said in front of Berman, 
"Yeah, my Denver chick can take me back. Look at 
this little thing. She's going to be my bodyguard." 

Then I took him back to the truck. On the way 
back to the truck, he started asking me more 
questions about, "Do you have a boyfriend in 
Bristol? I bet the guys are all over you. How nice 
is it -- do you get to hang out around major league 
players all night?" It was just even more 
uncomfortable conversation. 

Q. What did you say? 
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A. I just kind of tried to be as polite as 
possible. "No, I don't have a boyfriend. Yeah, I 
really like baseball." I can't remember what else 
he asked me . 

I just -- I just tried to be short and sweet 
and polite as possible, until I could get to the 
production trucks and drop him off . 

Q. At this point, was he aggravating you? 

A. He was just making me really 
uncomfortable . 

Q. In what way? 

A. Just -- I knew a member of the talent 
shouldn't be asking me stuff about my relationships 
and if the guys are after me in Bristol. I don't 
even talk to production assistants like that. 

Q. Did you do anything to try to discourage 

that? 

A. I didn't look at him. I mean, he was 
talking to me like walking next to me and talking 
to me, and I just kind of had my eyes front and 
center on (indicating). Let's just get to the 
production trucks . 

I cut him off a couple times, and I was talking 
like, "Oh, I think we need to go this way" to kind 
of end the conversation, but he kept going. 
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Q. So by this time, you felt he was being 
too personal, right? 
A . Yes . 

Q. And you wanted to avoid him, right? 

A. I just wanted the day to kind of be done 
with him.. I didn't want to avoid him. I knew I 
probably had to work with him in the future. 

For the most part, I had high regards for him. 
I was just trying to call it a product of the 
circumstances and just be done with the day around 
him. 

Q. And why did you have high regards for 

him? 

A. Because -- I mean, I have high regards 
for anybody who's made a. successful career, who is 
on TV every night talking about sports. I mean, .. 

Q. Did you get to see him on air at all? 

A. I watch Baseball Tonight. 

I've seen him on TV before. That's how I 
respect his work. I mean, I have seen him do his 
job. 

Q. Before the Home Run Derby, had you seen 
him on air? 

A. Yeah. 

Q. And you -- 
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parked outside the stadium, so everything that 
happens on the field, we bring it back to the 
production trucks . 

They were giving out pizza and, I think, 
T-shirts or something to the crew. Just kind of a 
"Hey, everybody did a great job, " before you go back 
to your hotel, get everybody together. 

Q. Okay. 

So when you got back to the production trucks, 
did you and Steve talk or do anything further? 

A. I took a photo with him. I had been 
trying to get photos with just -- just photos 
throughout the entire trip. It was again, part of 
the idea of doing more with Facebook and wanting to 
get pictures of the crews and different things we do 
on site. 

So I asked for a photo with him, and Carrie 
took the photo, and the photo --he pressed himself 
about as tightly as you could against me, which 
really made me uncomfortable, and I told Carrie 
after that photo that that was really weird and 
uncomfortable. She took the photo, and she said, 
"Yeah, you should probably watch out for him. He's 
got a history with some stuff," and that's all she 
said.

Q. And what did you think when -- what did

you think, after she said that?

A. Just kind of reconfirmed my gut feeling

about this guy.

Q. And what was your gut feeling about him?

Phillips, Tim Scanlon, Joya, Carrie, all the 
production assistants were down there, and Matt 
said, "Where are you going? We're all having a 
drink," and opened his backpack full of beer. 

He said, "Sit down." Just -- you know, "We are 
all hanging out together tonight." I said, "Great," 
so I sat down with them. He offered me a beer. I 
don't really drink beer, so I declined. I can't 
remember. I must have -- 

I went and got a drink from the bar. The 
production people were sitting all together, and the 
talent were sitting all together, so John, Joe, 
Steve, and Matt was kind of gravitating between the 
two groups . 

Q. Okay, so -- and around what time was 

this? 

A. Probably 10:00, 10:30. 
Q . Okay . • 

A. It was -- it was shortly after. 
Q. Who were you going to see in St. Louis? 
A.. My friend Jake. 
Q. And how do you know Jake? 
A. We've been --my best friend from home, 
John -- his best friend moved to Ohio and became 
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best friends with Jake. 

Jake came to visit. We all sort of hung out. 
Every time we're, all in Colorado, we spend time 
together . 

Q. Did you make plans? What you were doing 
to do? 

A. I think we were just going to grab 
dinner. It was kind of up in the air. It was just, 
"Hey, I'll swing by and pick you up. We'll get 
something to eat. It will be good to see you." 

Q. Did you look forward to sitting down to 
with the people you worked with? 

A. Not particularly. It had been a really 
long day. I was kind of ready to hang out with 
someone else. 

Q. Right. What -- what -- 

What drink did you get for yourself from the 

bar? 

A. I got a screwdriver. 

Q. And what's a screwdriver made of? 

A. Orange juice and vodka. 

Q, All right, and so you -- did you sit down 
with the production people? 
A. I did. 

Q. Okay. What happened next? 
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A. We talked for a long time. I didn't want 
to be the first to leave. I kind of had that 
mindset "I will leave when the other production 
assistants leave," never mind the fact that they are 
all young men who could stay up all night, so 
people -- 

We talked. We talked about sports. We talked 
about the game. We talked about what was going on 
in college basketball. Some people started to kind 
of head to bed. . I -- I talked to Matt. I wanted to 
meet Joe Morgan, so I asked if he wouldn't mind 
introducing me, because my dad is a lifelong Joe 
Morgan fan . 

I really wanted to get a ball signed to bring 
home for my dad, and I wanted to clear it with Matt 
before I ever approached Joe. He said, "That's 
fine. Let me bring you over." Got a ball signed by 
Joe, met him, talked to him a little bit, went back 
to where the production people were. 

I would say maybe -- maybe a half an hour later 
Steve walks up to us and he says, "What are you guys 
drinking?" and I said, "Oh, I had a screwdriver." 
Jeremy is like, "Oh, just been drinking beer." 
Jeremy Drummond said, "I've just been drinking 
beer, " and he said, "Let me buy -- let me buy you

something to drink . "

I said, "No, I'm good. One drink's my limit.

I don't need anything else." He said, "Are you sure

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started feeling bad for him after that first 
meeting, and he continued to sort of reiterate the 
fact that his life was so terrible and that nobody 
knew this but me .

To the best of my knowledge, it's Courtney. 
Courtney was finally able to reach his wife. 
Q. And who is Courtney? 

A. A woman that I solicited to call his 

wif e . 

Q. What's her last name? 
A. I think it's Arp (phonetic). 
Q. Okay, and how did you find Courtney? 
A. I reached out on Craigslist -- 
Q. And 
A. -- but -- 
Q. -- what --go ahead. 

A. -- but I also knew her once she reached 
out to me. Someone who sells a lot of weed to 
people around ESPN. 

Q. You solicited someone on Craigslist to 
call Mrs. Phillips? 

A. Yes, ma'am. 
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A. I told her what I felt was the pertinent 
information to decide if this was something she 
wanted to do or not . 

Q. But you didn't tell her the whole truth, 
did you? 

A. I did not tell her my involvement in 
this. I left out some information. 

Q. The information you left out was kind of 
important, wasn't it? 

A. I don't believe so. 

Q. Did you tell Mr. Phillips, "Someone has 
to tell the truth, not just half the story"? 

A. I'm sure I did. 

Q. What did you mean by that? 

A. This was after I had learned that he 
was --he had told me himself that he will say 
whatever he needs to say to protect his reputation 
and his career.

A. (No response) . 

Q- Did he write that to you? 
A. He did. 

Q. And what had you said to him right before 

this? 

A. We had talked on the phone. He was 
pleasantly happy that I hadn't called his wife. I 
really just couldn't find a phone number. 

He believed that I was looking out for him, 
because I didn't follow through with any of my 
threats, and wanted to eventually meet with me 
again. 

Q. How did you feel when he wrote "You are a 
good person"? 

A. I 'wished he was a good person, too. I 
don ' t know . 

Q. Now, he writes next "Ugh. Right?" What 
had you written to him? 

A. "This whole situation is terrible for 
everyone . " 

Q. Okay. Then he writes "We will figure 
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something out, 11 right? 

A. Yeah. I had asked him if we were 
still -- because in that phone conversation he had 
said -- you know, "I want to meet you in L.A. I had 
a trip planned for L.A. for like three months to go 
see my brother and take him to the Monday night 
game . " 

I asked him, "Are you still expecting to meet 
me in L . A . ? " 

Q. Okay. 

So on August 12th, you asked him "Are you still 
expecting to meet me in L.A.?" Right? 
A. Yes. 

Q. And he writes "We will figure something 
out," correct? 

A. Yes, ma'am. 

Q- Then he writes: 

"Do me a favor and erase your texts so whomever 
is snooping doesn't read these. Someone seems like 
they are out to get you and me both for some 
reason."
